To Portugal belongs the honor of

It docs all the govern- 
ment printing and also private work, 
'and not'only' pays its

to act as its general manager and de- 
vote so much of his time to the busi- 
ness of the company as might be nec- 
essary to properly conduct Its affairs 
as a toll line.. 
He was to receive 


therefor one-half of the amount which 
he should save over the operating ex- 
penses at that time, and .10 'per cent 
of the increased business.
